In order to foster the continued 
regeneration of the tiny endangered 
Kirtland Warbler, the federal gov- 
ermment has ordered 513 acres of 
jack pine habitat be clear cut and 
replanted. The area to be cut lies in 


the area of Staley Lake Road and - 


M-72, about three miles east of 
Grayling. 

Plans to harvest this particular 
area began over two years ago 
when the Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources called a required 
public meeting and open house on 
October 21, 1998 to discuss the 
aspects of reforestation to suit the 
tiny bird, which inhabits only small 
tracts of jack pine forest. 

“We advertised in the paper 
(Crawford County Avalanche) in 
the October 15, 1998 edition,” 
explained Susan Thiel, MDNR 
Unit Manager of the Grayling 
Forest Management office. “We 
heard no adverse comments from 
property owners in the aréa. Even 
if we did, we don’t have as much 
discretion when it comes to things 


’ like visual management in plans

group acting as the board has done 
business in the name of the ASCC 
without any real legal authority. 

ASCC board members have ver- 
bally and in written form stated the 
reason why they can not recognize 
anyone, including themselves, as 
members is because the by-laws are 
“obscure” and “not workable” and 
are depending on the outcome of 
their lawsuit against Lobsinger to 
determine the membership.

A wooded area originally 
slated to be cut as part of a 
Michigan Department of 


Natural Resources (MDNR) 
forest management plan has 
been spared. 

A total of 24 acres has been 
removed from the 325-acre 
plan, including areas near Lake 


Margrethe, and the stand of 
trees along M-93 where a well- 
used sledding hill is located. 
The cutting area is located with- 
in the 1,360 Hanson State Game. 
Refuge. 

MDNR Unit Manager Susan 
Thiel, who works out of the 
Grayling Forest Management 
office, said an evaluation of 
these particular areas found the 
trees serve as a sound buffer for 
residents east of the lake. “With 
the high frequency noise that 
comes from trucks and cars 
traveling M-93; we felt it best to 
leave the stand as a sound buffer

Following a day-long trip to 
Charlotte by members of the 
Crawford AuSable School Board 
and the Grayling community, the 
decision was made to offer the posi- 
tion of superintendent to Milii2 A 
Haug (pronounced ‘“Howg”) and 
she accepted. 

“We were real pleased with what 
we heard and saw,” remarked 
Marilyn Rosi, school board presi- 
dent. 

Rosi, along with five others, visit- 
ed Haug’s current district and neigh- 
borhood on April 18 to meet with 
those who have worked with her. 
Joining Rosi were school board 
members Karl Schreiner and Carol 
Ramaswamy, teachers’ union presi- 
dent Karen Leslie, AuSable Primary 
School principal Barb Mick, and

Rosi said the board believes Haug 
will be “very good for the commu- 
nity; the more people got to know 
her, the more they liked her.”

concerning endangered species. We 
have to follow what the federal gov- 
ernment deems necessary to main- 
tain the species’ habitat.” 

A final review was performed and 
subsequent decision to harvest came 
at an MDNR meeting on November 
7, 2000. 

The contract for harvest was sold 
January, 2001 and contractors, 
under very strict guidelines, have 
until December, 2001 to complete 
the harvest. 

Cutting will take place on the 
south side of M-72 East, from 


Staley Lake Road west approxi- 
mately one-half mile. A narrow 
quarter-mile strip of jack pine will 
also be harvested on the west side of 
Keystone Landing, from M-72 
heading north. The cut will run one 
mile down Staley Lake Road and 
concerns no private land. Sixty 
acres will be preserved for visual 
effect and three fire vorteces (long, 
narrow strips of trees) will be left as 
a forest fire deterrent or “fire 
breaks.” 

“We (MDNR) don’t want people 
to think we go into these harvests 
without any thought or research,”

Helicopter and crew to help [jZ 


fight area wildland fires 


> Chopper, crew 
stationed in Mio to 
help with fires in 
National Forest 

As part of the National Fire Plan 
signed by President Clinton at the 
, end of last year’s destructive wild- 
land fire season, a firefighting heli- 


copter and crew of seven will be sta- 
tioned in Mio for the next month to 


assist the U.S. ForestService and - 


other agencies duting the spring 
wildland fire season. 

After last year’s destructive wild- 
land fire season, additional funding 
was inade available nationwide to 
provide additional resources for 


wildland fire suppression. 

The helicopter and crew arrived 
in Mio last week to begin its stint in 
northern Michigan. The helicopter, 
a Type 3 Bell Long Ranger 4, will 
make its home at the Mio airport for 
approximately 45 days. 

The helicopter comes with a high- 
ly-skilled crew of seven firefighters, 
which will serve as “initial attack” 
(first on the scene) firefighters to 
locate,. access, and help suppress 
wildiand fires. 

The. helicopter and - crew. will 
cover areas in the Huron-Manisjee 
National Forest, which runs from 
Oscoda through Grayling, in addi- 
tion to offering mutual aid services 
to Department of Natural Resources 
firefighting efforts. 


The helicopter utilizes a water 
bucket that holds up to 200 gallons 
to slow down the progress of fires 
and protect structures until ground 
resources secure fire lines around 
the fire. 

The copter and crew are from 
Idaho (Region 4 of the U.S. Forest 
Service) and are on detail to the 
Eastern Region (Region 9). 

Prior to arriving in Mio, the heli- 
copter and crew were stationed in | 
the Hoosier National Forest based — 
out of Tell City,, Indiana. Once they . 
complete the estimated | 45- -day | 
detail in the Huron-Manistee 
National Forest, the helicopter and 
crew will move on to the Hiawatha 
National Forest in the Upper 
Peninsula.

Work begins on trail project 


Two years ago, the Crawford 
Multi-Use Pathway 
Committee secured a $600,000 
MDOT grant for construction of a 
paved, non-motorized trail from 
Grayling High School to Hanson 
_Hills. Work on the project began 
about two weeks ago near 
Grayling High: School (pictured), 
and is proceeding south towards 
M-72 ‘West. The portion of the 
trail currently being constructed, 
which could be built and paved by 
the end of May, will link up to an 
existing pathway near Skip’s 
Sport Shop. The last part of the 
trail, from the existing trail at M- 
72 West to Hanson Hills via Old 
Lake Road, will be built later. An 
exact construction date is not yet 
known. MDOT is administering 
the grant money and oversecing 
the project. Pathway Committee 
Chairman Wayne Koppa said that 
having MDOT involved was a big 
advantage in securing the money 
for the project. “If we had to do it 
on our own, it would have been 
extremely difficult,” he said.

Jaye 
would resign, but he promises he 


won't. 

Some colleagues want to expel 
him, but there’s no precedent for 
expulsion under like circumstances. 

So, being legislators, the senate 
has taken a more natural action to 
solve a crisis: It appointed a com- 
mittee. am 

The six-member bi-partisan panel 
will look into everything, can call 
witnesses and issue subpoenas, and 
is expected to suggest recommended 
action for the full senate. 

In the meantime, Sen. Jaye still 
draws his pay of $77,400 a year and 
continues to serve the state. 

He shows little hint of slowing 
down, either. When Sen. DeGrow 
set up the special investigating com- 
mittee, Sen. Jaye, figuratively 
speaking, spit right in his face. 

Mr. Jaye introduced a couple of 
ideas of his own, including a stand- 


ing committee on ethics to investi- 
gate whether any other senators had 
ever been convicted or even accused 
of any misdemeanors, including 
domestic violence. The other would 
direct the DeGrow committee to 
investigate the same things. 

Of course, neither Jaye proposal 
will go anywhere except the waste 
basket, but his actions prove he’s not 
dead yet. 

* * # 

WHAT SHOULD the senate do 
about David Jaye? 

He has been convicted of no 
felonies. He served his sentences in 
the drunk driving cases. 

Charges against him in the first 


domestic violence case were 
dropped, and in the second are still 
pending. 


His fiancee -- the target in both 
accusations of alleged abuse -- has 


either denied they ever occurred, or 
refused to press charges. 

None of his run-ins with 
Michigan law are serious enough to 
be classified as a felony, which in 
the past has been the basis for all 
other legislative consideration for 
expulsion of members. 

And three -- even five -- misde- 
meanors don’t add up to one felony. 

Finally, and most important, vot- 
ers in his district chose him for this 
job. 

* * * 

THAT DAVID JAYE has many 
personal problems is clear. 

That few of his senate colleagues 
hold him in high regard is clear. 

That most of them should prefer 
not to serve with him, and wish he 
would somehow just go away also is 
clear. 

There is no law against being 


troubling or obnoxious, and neither 
trait disqualifies anyone from hold- 
ing public office. 

David Jaye should not be expelled 
from office for what he has done so 
far. His effectiveness in the senate 
is greatly eroded, but it’s never been 
very high anyway. 

The next election for his seat is in 
2002. If he chooses to nun again, the 
voters in his Macomb district will 
and should decide his future. 

If the voters don’t want him, he’H 
be out. If the voters want him back, 
he’ll be back -- and the Michigan 
senate will just have to cope.

Christianity must speak out with different voice — 


To the editor, 

T sometimes write to the newspa- 
per to offer a different way of see- 
ing some of the issues that confront 
our society. Often the most vocal 
voices that offer religious opinions 
regarding these issues come from 
the more coriservative edge of the 
religious spectrum, which reject 
the remaining rainbow as if its 
promise is somehow deviant. 

This is frequently a voice of con- 
demnation on issues ranging from 
the world economy to animal 
rights, to human rights, to environ- 
mental issues; issues that must be 
thought about deeply and critically 
if our world is to survive; issues 
that must be understood beyond 
assertion of God’s wrath; issues 
that must support compassion 
rather than hostile opposition. 

It has been reported that nearly 
65% of the population in our area 
claim no church or religious affilia- 
tion. Of those who do claim a 
church of preference, many attend 
only on High Holidays. 
Consequently, the religious voice 
they are most likely to encounter is 
the voice most consistently in the 
media, which too often is one of 
condemnation. | believe that it is 
precisely this voice that has driven 
many to the conclusion that reli- 
gion has nothing life-affirming to 
offer. 

My purpose in writing is to give 
Faith a different voice; to let 65% 
of our people know that Faith does 


not require one to abandon their 
intelligence; that there are minis- 
ters and churches who are reason- 
able and compassionate; and that 
provocative dialogue is essential to 
Faith, not its enemy. It is not my 
goal to win a religious debate or to 
change anyone’s way of thinking, 
or to make converts, but rather, to 
articulate the truth many already 
know in their hearts. 

To proclaim God’s word as it is 
requires one to be in the present 
tense and may vary from proclaim- 
ing God’s word as it was. For 
example, the voices of condemna- 
tion often quote St. Paul where he 
attacks men and women who have 
given up the natural use of their 
bodies and burn with desire for 
their own gender. 

Paul was not quoting God but 
expressing his personal/religious/ 
cultural opinion in much the same 
way as when he demanded that 
women should not speak in church 
or cut their hair. What modern 
biology has discovered, that Paul 
could not have known, is that same 
sex attraction is natural for some 
people. In logic, when the premise 
is rendered false, the conclusion is 
without support. As I have men- 
tioned before, this is not about jus- 
tifying promiscuity or sexual 
predators, it is about defining 
morality based on mutual respect 
and honesty and commitment 
rather than sexual orientation. 

I] am a post-modern believer and 
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there are thousands of others. 
Unfortunately, most have been 
unable to find a church setting 
comfortable with the kind of ques- 
tions demanded by a person capa- 
ble of critical thinking. A post- 
moder believer is one who finds 
the traditional image of a Theistic 
Being “out there” in heaven 
demanding our love or we'll be 
eternally punished, not only non- 
sensical, but abusive. 

The post-modern believer is 
capable of recognizing that the 
Bible, including the King James 
Version, is so filled with errors and 
contradictions that a person must 
abandon the responsibility of think- 
ing critically to believe that it is the 
inerrant Word of God. Yet, as a 
believer, I am convinced that the 
writers of the Bible had experi- 
enced God in ways that compelled 
them to write. Even though they 
did the best they understood, they, 
as I, had no alternative but to inter- 
pret their experience through the 
spectacles of a limited world-view. 
What is important is that we dis- 
cover for ourselves the God experi- 
ence toward which they point, 
rather than getting lost in their cul- 
turally induced opinions. 

My concern is that Christianity 
must speak out on these issues with 
a different voice or it will have no 
voice at all.

Mr. Harvey is highly 
vocal but I fear he is not exactly 
giving the whole picture. None of 
the places he mentions had a 
strong, viable democracy. They 
were all run by dictators: Hitler in 
Germany, Stalin in Soviet Russia, 
Idi Amin in Uganda, Pol Pot in 
Cambodia, a military triumvirate 
in Turkey and Mao Tse-Tung in 
China. And how did those men 
get into power in the first place? 
They all started by arming their 
followers against their govern- 
ments. (Except in Turkey; that 
was an army coup to begin with.) 
Then they either had an armed 
revolt against their legitimate 
government, or a campaign of 
assassination and terror. When 
they had finally beaten the legiti- 
mate government, then they start- 
ed to confiscate weapons and kill 
their former opponents - along 
with anyone they suspected of 
being a potential opponent. (And 
incidentally, Pastor Barnett links 
gun contro! with liberals, but I 
would not lump Hitler, Stalin or 
Pol Pot in with the “liberals.”)

Pastor Barnett added that “The 
56 million people killed by gov- 
emment tyranny during the last 
century probably thought they 
were safe under law without their 
guns.” What, Jews. and gypsies 
under Hitler’ félt'sdfe? ! Pastor, “if™ 
you’re pulling my leg;‘you have a * 
better sense of humor than I real- 
ized! As for citizens of those 
other countries, how could they 
feel safe in the middle of civil 
wars and repressive dictatorships? 

Mr. Callewaert seems to think I 
would feel “uncomfortable” in- 
Switzerland, where “every able- 
bodied citizen maintains an 
assault rifle in their home.” Mr. 
Callewaert failed to mention that 
the Swiss are armed because 
Switzerland has universal military 
conscription. Far from “defend- 
ing themselves against their gov- 
ernment,” Swiss citizens are the 
government forces. They are safe 
from each other, not because they 
are armed, but because they have 
a strong, peaceful democracy (one 
of the oldest democracies in the 
world.) , 

I have traveled in Switzerland 
and enjoyed myself quite a lot. I 
recommend it for a_ holiday, 
except that it’s very expensive. I 
have also spent quite a lot of time 
in Britain and Saudi Arabia, 
which do have strict gun-control 
laws. I was never robbed or 
mugged in these countries, in 
spite of not having a weapon with 
which to defend myself. (I was 
robbed in Guatemala, Columbia 
and the U.S.A., but I don’t think 
that proves anything one way or 
another.) 

If they wish to be fair, Paul 
Harvey and Pastor Barnett should 
look at some other governments 
where citizens had free access to 
arms. In Biafra, the Congo, 
Serbia, and Rwanda, citizens had 
arms and killed each other by the 
hundreds of thousands. Their 
arms did not exactly “keep the 
peace.” In Columbia at the pre- 
sent time, armed revolutionaries 
have a habit of assassinating town 
mayors who ate pro-government. 
(The mayors have the right to bear 
arms, but that is not much help 
against snipers or car bombs.) 

In Mexico in the 1800s, armed 
groups routinely revolted against 
their government and deposed 
each other. It happened so often 
they had one president who lasted 
only one day.

Our system may not be perfect. 
Perfect government will be found 
in the Kingdom of Heaven. But 
the way to guard ourselves against 
government excess and abuse is 
not by waving guns at each other, 
but by free speech, free elections, 
a free press, and a balance of pow- 
ers. After all, as long as we have 
both Republicans and Democrats, 
you can bet that neither side will 
allow the other to form a repres- 
sive dictatorship! 

If a government official or 
department starts to get out of 
line, let the perpetrators be 
exposed in the media (the media 
are good at that) and shamed, 
jailed: or voted out of office. 
There have been a number of 
cases of corruption and scandal in 
our government in recent years, 
not to mention excessive use of 
power, such as the abuses of the 
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not solved by citizens arming 
themselves. They were solved by 
democratic process: by the 
courts, by Congress, by impeach- 
ment, or by the people’s votes. 

I would also add one more safe- 
guard for democracy: Respect for 
God’s precepts of trying to live by 
love and fairness.

When we wrote our first articles 
opposing abortion in the Avalanche late 
in 1972. we became personally in con- 
flict with the liberal clergy.
